‘own of Lucerne an the lake of the 
four Forest Cantons,-.or-Lake Lu: 
verne, as it is more commonly ealied. 


The town of Lucerne, the capital of 
the canton to which it belongs, is sit- 
uated on the shore of the lake of the 
same name, and ia still surrounded by 
ancient walls, with many dark and 
gloomy watchtowers, built as far back 
as the last ‘part of the 14th eentury. 
There were at first a few small fisher- 
men’s buts on the banks of the river 
Reuss, but in the year 735 a convent 
wa built, and the settlement became 
a town, which the trafic on the lake 
enriched and prospered. 

Tho clear, green river Reuss rons 
through Lucerne, and four artistic 
bridges cross the stream. Of these, the 
“Capellbruecke” and the “Mnehlen- 
bruecke,” ag the Germans call them, 


have the greatest interest for the 
sightseers in-the town. The roof of 
the “Capellbruecks,” of “Chapel 


bridge,” is adorned with many fres- 
coes, which portray the lives of the 
patron saints of Lucerne, and also 
numerous scenes from the history of. 


Switzerland. This curious bridge was
